The Mayor of Snyder Is having much 
trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. The confusion Is great, owing to 
the fact that there remain a’ number 
of unidentified bodies at the morgues. 
There Is much suffering owing to the 
lack of provision and places to stay. 
What (houses remain In the town are in 
bad condition and unsafe for habita¬ 
tion. Besides there Is not room enough 
to care for tho homeless. Bedding and 
wearing apparel are both lacking and 
despite the efforts to succor the unfor¬ 
tunates they are still In a pitiable con¬ 
dition. Many of the wounded could not 
be cared for or given medical aid until 
9 o'clock this morning, and by that 
time their wounds were aggravated. Dr. 
York, of Hobart, who was active In re¬ 
lieving the suffering, says that 20 per 
cent, of the wounded will die.

WELL-KNOWN SPORTING 

MAN DEAD. 


Henry C. Brown, of Nashville, Dies 
In BsAtimore. 


Nashville. Tenn.. May II.—A tele¬ 
gram was received here from Balti¬ 
more this morning announcing the 
death of Henry C. Brown, of Nashville. 
Tenn. Brown was one of the best- 
known sporting men In the South. He 
had been a conspicuous figure for years 
on American race courses and had 
owned several noted thoroughbreds. A 
recent operation was the direct cause 
of his death. He was fifty-four years 
old. 


Vernon, Tex.. May 11.—The first 
train from Bnyder since the tornado 
struck that town last night arrived 
here at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Pas¬ 
sengers on this train gave to a corre¬ 
spondent of the Associated Press, who 
this morning left Fort Worth, Tex., 
for Snyder, a story of fearful loss of 
life and property destruction. 

Snyder Is about a mile square. The 
tornado struck the town Just a little 
east of the eouthwext comer of the 
township. Its pathway was about 
half a mile wide, and In this atrip 
there Is not a vestige of anything left, 
and In places the ground Is literally 
plowed up. To the west of the path¬ 
way everything Is devastated with the 
exception of one or two stone stores. 
The course of the tornado was due 
northeast 

Snyder Is crossed by two tracks of 
the ’Frisco system, one traverses the 
town Just a little north of Its center and 
runs east and west. The other runs 
north and south about half way be¬ 
tween the center of the town and the 
eastern edge. Not a thing remains 
north and west of the Junction of these 
tracks except the depot building and a 

watec tank, both twisted.

Relief From Nearby Towns. 

Relief le being sent from neighboring 
towns. From Oklahoma City to-day 
went 100 men to dig graves and seek 
the dead still In the ruins, and also a 
dozen undertakers with 100 coffins.

To add to the general confusion and 
distress, after the tornado had passed 
lire broke out and burned up all that 
remained of the buildings In the busi¬ 
ness blocks. So far It has not been 
possible to find out whether any bodies 
were cremated, but It Is highly possible 
that such was the ctfse.

The tornado struck the town at 7:40 
p. m. Just preceding it there was a 
heavy rain storm, accompanied by viv¬ 
id flashes of lightning and deafening 
thunder. Nearly all of the homes in 
Snyder had storm cellars and during 
this heavy downpour many sought 
shelter In these cellars. 

Then there was & let-up of about ten 
ml mites, during whloh, many thinking 
that the storm had broken, left their 
places of refuge and returned to their 
houses. Then with a deafening rumb¬ 
ling noise, the funnel-shaped cloud 
dipped to earth apparently two miles 
from town, and with, appalling velocity 
crashed through the town. Many were 
caught between their housm ami the 
storm cellars and killed outright. 
Others remained In their houees and 
perished when the houses were demol¬ 
ished.

Scream Heard At Hobart 

The first Intimation the outside world 
had of the cyclone was at 7:40 o'clock, 
when the long distance operator at 
Hobart heard the long distance oper¬ 
ator In the Snyder exchange scream. 
The cause of this scream was the de¬ 
struction of the 8nyd«r telephone build¬ 
ing, whloh was a long narrow wood 
building, and which was split haif In 
two by the wind. The break occurring 
where the switchboard was fastened to 
the wall, as the wind whipped off the 
front end of the building, a heavy piece 
of wood was driven into the side of the 
head of the manager who was siting at 
hla desk. The operator taking In the 
situation gave a scream, whloh was 
heard over the telephone at Hobart. 
A young man who was In the exchange 
at the time grttbl>ed the operator and 
fairly slung her in a glues booth nearby 
and slammed the door. The gloss In 
this booth was not even cracked.

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Lexington. Ky.. May 11.—[Special.]— 
According to a statement made In Cir¬ 
cuit Court this morning by Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney John R. Allen, the 
Court of Appeals will bo asked to pass 
on the rejection of certain testimony 
and also the Instructions given by 
Judge Parker to the Jury In the case 
of James Hargis, the County Judge of 
Breathitt county, whose trial resulted 
In a hung Jury here last Monday. 

This statement was made by CoL Al¬ 
len In support of a motion made by 
him to have the cases against Alex. 
Hargis, Elbert Hargis and Ed. Calla¬ 
han. Jointly Indicted with James Har¬ 
gis. continued until the next term of 
court Col. Allen read to the court the 
section of the code, permitting the Com¬ 
monwealth to appeal to the Court of 
Appeals where a mls-trlal had resulted 
from a case, and this prayer was grant¬ 
ed by Judge Parker. 

The attorneys for the defense, how¬ 
ever, objected to a continuance of the 
other cases unless the Commonwealth’s 
attorney would consent to the granting 
of ball to Callahan and Elbert Hargis, 
the two defendants still In Jull. Col. 
Allen said he would not put the Com¬ 
monwealth In the attitude of consent¬ 
ing to ball being granted, but on the 
contrary would oppose the motion and 
said he still held the opinion he had 
always maintained, that none of the 
defendants In these cases was entitled 
to ball. Judge Morton and Attorney 
George Hunt said they were perfectly 
willing for the cases to be continued 
until the next term of court or c-ven 
to the September term of court, but 
unless the defendants were allowed 
ball, they would insist on an Immediate 
trial. 

• • • 

Commonwealth Ready. 

In reply to this, Ool. Allen said that 
the Commonwealth wns just as anxious 
for an immedfot**- trial ns the defense, 
bu»t he was frank In his statement to 
the court that he thought It would be 
unnecessary labor and expanse to en¬ 
ter Into the trials of the other coses 
until the Court of Appeals had pussed 
on the legality of the serious legal 
questions at Issue. In the event the In¬ 
structions given to the Jury by Judge 
Parker are held to be valid It Is the 
intention of the Commonwealth to take 
the cases before another grand Jury In 
an effort to have Indictments found 
which will permit the trial Judge to 
give Instructions covering accessory 
before the fact. This stand was taken 
by Col. Allen after several consulta¬ 
tions with C. J. Bronston and Byrd and 
Jouett, who are associated with him 
In the prosecution of the Breathitt 
county men, and the bill of exceptions 
will be prepared at once and a motion 
made before the Court of Appeals to 
advance the hearing. Col. Allen said 
he had every assurance that the case 
would be docketed hy the clerk of the 
Court of Appeals and at: early hearing 
given it. 

In overruling the motion for bail 
Judge Parker said he thought the de¬ 
fendants were entitled to an early trial 
and that he was unwilling to keep 
them confined in Jail without a trial, 
and would, therefore, set the cases for 
next Tuesday, denying the motion for 
ball. 

Col. Allen assured the court and at¬ 
torneys for the defense that he was 
ready to go Into the trials at any time 
and wanted to enter Into* them to-day, 
but after a call had been made for 
the witnesses for the Commonwealth 
It was found that the special bailiff 
had been unable to find a number of 
them, but believed the Commonwealth 
would be ready by next Tuesday. 

All during the proceedings this 
morning James and Alex. Hargis oc¬ 
cupied seats with the counsel for the 
defense and frequently communicated j 
with them regarding the cases. Scv- 1 
eral of the men who sat on the Jury in . 
the case of James Hargis wore present i 
In the court-room and talked with the! 
Breathitt oounty Judge, and extended! 
to him their well wishes for the other j 
defendants Jointly Indicted with him. 
Elbert Hargis and Sheriff Callahan 1 
were not present In court during the 
arguments of the attorneys. They 
have not been without the confines of 
the county jail since the trial of James 
Hargis first began nearly five we?ks 
ago. 

All of the witnesses for the Common¬ 
wealth who answered to their names 
this morning were called again at the 
conclusion of the arguments and recog¬ 
nized to be present In court Tuesday 
of next week. Among the witnesses 
was N. H. WlthersjKYon, president of 
the Winchester Bank, whose presence 
wus desired by tho Commonwealth in 
the trial of James Hargis, but who was 
absent from the State during the great¬ 
er part of the trial.

WATCH ON RUSSIA 


MUST BE KEPT BY BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT. 


PLAIN TALK FROM BALFOUR 


In Discussing Before House of Com¬ 
mons Present Military and 
Naval Needs. 


London, May 11.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Premier Balfour said 
that having regard for the change® in 
the sea power of other nations, a re¬ 
distribution of the fleet and army was 
<le*i ruble for colonial defense, and the 
Committee on Defence of the Admiralty 
had concluded that the fleet and army 
edioiUd be concentrajted In the center of 
the Empire from which they would be 
distributed ns ner^fwlty arose. An In¬ 
vasion of India has been the dream of 
many military leaders The progress 
of Russia towards tho Afghanistan 
frontier and the const ruction of a 
strategic railrOad Is compelling the 
Government to consider with all ser¬ 
iousness what Its great military neigh¬ 
bors could do. No surprise was posKi- 
Me in an Investigation of India. Any 
colli .-.Ion of magnitude between two 
Powers must depend upon the rapidly 
of railroad construction. Gen. liord 
Kitchener’s view' was that In addition 
to the ordinary drafts eight Infantry 
division® and other corresponding arms 
should be available for the defense of 
India in the first year of a war. If 
Oreat Britain permitted the slow* ab¬ 
sorption of Afghntdstan In a way sim¬ 
ilar to fhftt in whirl* Central Asian 
States had been absorbed, ard if Rus¬ 
sia’s strategic railroad® were allowed 
to creep clofser and closer to the fron¬ 
tier. Great Britain would ultimately 
pay for eupHveneM by helping to 
keep on foot an army far larger than 
could be contemplated with equanim¬ 
ity, and she would be faced with the 
greatest military problem which md 
ever confronted the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Balfour remarked that the devel¬ 
opment of Ructela toward India had 
frofii time to time caused great alarm. 
Great Biitlan had in vain by diplo¬ 
matic means endeavored to prevent 
Russia's expansion, which must now’ 
be taken as an acx>*pted foot. Although 
the Invasion of India was much talked 
of by Russian officer®, he did not be¬ 
lieve that It formed any part of the 
scheme of the Russian Government.

ISAAC RHEA TRIES TO KILL HIS 
WIFE AT OWENSBORO. 


Was Enraged Because She Had Sued 
Him For a Divorce, 


Owensboro. Ky.. May 11.—[Special.]— 
With his frail young wife tightly clinch¬ 
ed by the throat with one hand and a 
revolver In the other hand, Isaac Rhea 
fired two bullets at her this morning 
neither of which took effect, although 
the woman’s face was badly burned 
by the powder and the sleeve of her 
dress was set afire, 'i want you to 
witness something right here,” declared 
Rhea to a man who was standing on 
the porch of his store, as he caught 
hold of his wife. Before the man could 
Interfere he bad fired two shots. A 
sister of the woman endeavored to tele¬ 
phone to the police station, but Rhea 
tore the telephone dow n. When the po¬ 
lice finally arrived It was with difficulty 
that Rhea was unarmed. He was plac¬ 
ed In Jail to await his trial.

GUILTY OF CONSPIRACY 


Of Dynamite Reduced 
Sleepers To Flinders. 


CARLOAD OF THE EXPLOSIVE 


Hurled Score of Persons 
Into Eternity. 


UNION TEAMSTER WOUNDED. 


Chicago, May ll.—The teamsters’ 
■trike to-day was practically without 
Incident. Driving storms of wind and 
rain which swept the streets at fre¬ 
quent intervals had the effect of driv¬ 
ing the majority of the pickets from 
their posts, and there was practically 
no disturbance of any kind In the busi¬ 
ness section of the city. On the out¬ 
skirts, however, a few attacks were 
made upon drivers of delivery wagons, 
but with tho exception of one colored 
man, who w^as knocked seuseless by a 
stone, nobody was injured. 

The most Important feature of the 
strike situation to-day was the exam¬ 
ination of witnesses this afternoon be¬ 
fore Master in Chancery Shertnan, who 
is taking testimony relative to the al¬ 
leged violation of the Federal Injunc¬ 
tions granted In favor of the 
thTYploj-ers* Association and of the sev¬ 
en express companies. 

• • • 

Wrangle Between Lawyers. 

Adolph Pfiel, for eleven years an em¬ 
ploye of the United States Express 
Company, hut now a striker, refused to 
answer questions on the ground that 
he might Incriminate himself. The 
queries put to hlin hy the attorney for 
the Employers* Association covered the 
grounds of the cause of the strike and 
whether or not the officials of his union 
ordered or advised him to strike. To 
all of these questions Attorney Labo- 
sky, for the defendant, made strenuous 
objections with the result that there 
occurred between him and Attorney 
Mayer, acting for the plaintiffs, numer¬ 
ous altercations. In one of which At¬ 
torney Mayer declnred that In stating 
matters to the master. Attorney La- 
! bosky hod been unfair almott to the 
point of dishonesty. 

The wrangles were finally terminat¬ 
ed by the statement of the master 
that the matter would be certified to 
the Federal Court os to whether or not 
the witness had proper grounds on 
which to base his refusal to answer 
questions. Attorney Mayer said that 
he w*ould not take the matter before the 
| court Immediately because he expected 
similar occurrences In the future and 
he would present them nJl at one time.

Drivers Testify. 


Finding of Chicago Court Against 
Agents of Labor Unions. 

Chicago; May 11.—Five business 
agents of labor unions were declared 
guilty to-day by Judge Chytmus of 
forming a conspiracy to drive John M. 
Stiles, a contractor and painter, out of 
business. In the same decision officers 
and members of six labor unions, de¬ 
fendants in the case, are restrained 
from Interfering with Stiles or hls busi¬ 
ness in any way. 

Stiles ftlle vd that for ten years 
members of various labor organiza¬ 
tions had conspired to call strikes and 
raise boycotts against him. until other 
contractors were afraid to dllow him 
to bid on their work. The unions en¬ 
joined from interfering with the busi¬ 
ness of Rtlles are the Brotherhood of 
Painter* Associated Building Trades 
of Chicago. Oos Fitters’ Association. 
Journeymen Plumbers' Association, 
Brotherhood of Carpenter* and Joiners 
and Brotherhood of Electrical Workers. 

The men found guilty by the court 
were A. Heist era, J. W. FI nan. M. H, 
Murphy, J. Hannahan and F. McDon¬ 
ald. 

In his written opinion. Judge Chy- 
tmus declared: 

“lawless unionizing cannot be per¬ 
mitted. and these tnen are shown to be 
without love or respect for law, and 
without regard for the legal rights of 
others.” 


OVER A HUNDRED INJURED 


IN THE TERRIFIC WRECK ON 
THE PENNSYLVANIA. 


Charles Brown, an employe of the 
United States Express Company, testi¬ 
fied that he had been beaten by strik¬ 
ers. On cross-examination Attorney 
Labosky attempted to learn why the 
nonunion men were armed with revol¬ 
vers and from whom they procured the 
weapons and when asked if the man 
was in the room he pointed to him. 

“Mr. Copely, stand up,” said Attor¬ 
ney Labosky. 

”1 am not on the witness stand and 
I refuse,” said Copely. 

Labosky Insisted and Attorney Mayer 
Interfered, with the result that Copely 
retained his seat. 

Edward Buckley, a former union 
driver, but now on strike, told of being 
ordered by officials of his union to put 
hla wagon In the barn and when asked 
why he did not continue at work re¬ 
plied "Because I did not want to be 
killed.” 

‘•Why did you Btand In fear of death 
If you went out?" he was asked. 

Buckley hesitated for some time and 
then said: "Because there were riots 
on the streets and I would not sacrifice 
my life for a Job.”

Contract Limiting Liability of Com¬ 
mon Carrier Made In Kentucky 
Declared Void. 


New York. May U.—Justice Oaynor, 
In the Supreme Court In Brooklyn, to¬ 
day gave a decision in which he holds 
that a contract made In Kentucky, 
which had been declared Illegal by the 
courts of that State Is Illegal and void 
In this State as well. The decision was 
given in the case of William S. Barnes 
against the Long Island Railroad Com¬ 
pany. Barnes was recently given a 
verdict for $SO.OOO against the company 
for Injuries received by twenty-nine 
colts In a collision on the Long Island 
railroad, while the colts were being 
shipped to £h*ep*head Bay. The con¬ 
tract of shipment limited the carrier’s 
liability to 375. On the strength of this 
contract the company asked that the 
verdict be set aside as excessive. The 
Kentucky Constitution forbids the 
making of contracts by common car¬ 
riers for the limitation of their com¬ 
mon law liability, however, and Justice 
Gaynor ruled that the Kentucky Con¬ 
stitution governs lu this Slate, under 
the circumstance* 


A number of teamsters were dis¬ 
charged to-day for refusing to make 
deliveries to the boycotted stores. On 
the other hand, the drivers of feed 
wagons refused to strike when ordered 
to make such deliveries, on the ground 
that they did not want to see the 
horses starve. The union officials have 
as yet taken no action regarding thes-? 
drivers. 

Rain kept the crowds off the streets 
ami there was little or no interference 
with deliveries.

— President 
Roosevelt arrived on his special train 
over the Pennsylvania railroad at mid¬ 
night. 

Going Back To Work. 

Pittsburg. Pu.. May 11.—The special 
train bearing President Koosesidt and 
party arrived in PittHburg ut 2:12 p. m. 
to-day en rrAtte to Washington, and de¬ 
parted at 2’22 p. m. During the brief 
stop here th© President appeared on 
the rear platform of the last car and 
was given an enthusiastic welcome by 
a large crowd of people. He said: 

”1 have certainly enjoyed my thr£e 
weeks* vacation. It has done me so 
mu< h good that I am going back to 
Washington to work. I will use all the 
power vested In me to give each and 
all Justice, wnd there shall be privileges 
to none.” . 

The President was In the best of 
humor and apparently the Western 
trip had greatly benefited him. 

Band Played Him Out of Bed. 

Alliance. O., May 11.—Crestline, Ohio, 
with its bras* bum! and entlumlvrtle 
villagers awakened President Roooevdt 
at 7 30 a. m. to-day. Th© band played 
and the people cheered until Mr. Roose¬ 
velt left hla bed, donned a long over¬ 
coat and stepped out to say good morn¬ 
ing. No speech was made. There will 
be no official and the train will 

arrive in Washington at midnight. 

Brief Speech At Harrisburg. 

Harrisburg, Pa., May 11.—President 
Roosevelt pulsed through Harrisburg 
at 6:40 to-night on his xvay to Wash¬ 
ington.

A “BUCKLING” FREIGHT TRAIN 


Caused Obstruction of the Track 
Which Express Expected To 
Find Clear. 


MANY WOUNDED CREMATED. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 11.—Nineteen 
persons are known to be dead and more 
than one hundred others were Injured 
In the railroad wreck and dynamite ex¬ 
plosion which occurred early to-day on 
the Pennsylvania railroad In the south¬ 
ern part of this city. That no more 
persons were killed Is considered re¬ 
markable by the Pennsylvania officials, 
as a full box car of dynamite exploded 
directly at the middle of the heavy ex¬ 
press train.

Newport News, Va., May 11.—Artll- 
leryman Dowey, a member of the 81 x- 
ty-elghth company, heavy coast artil¬ 
lery. was killed to-night In Phoebus by 
Police Officer Phillip*. According to 
Officer Phillips he had occasion to rep¬ 
rimand three artillerymen for an in¬ 
fraction of a town ordinance, where¬ 
upon Dowey picked a fight with him. 
In the melee which followed seven ar¬ 
tillerymen participated, handling the 
policeman roughly. Ultlzens Interfered 
and the soldier* tried to escape to th« 
reservation. Phillips, however, pursued 
and cornered Dowey. He declares that 
the dead artilleryman advanced on him 
in a threatening manner and refused to 
halt, whereupon he shot him. Dowey 
died before reaching the hospital. In¬ 
tense excitement prevailed among the 
soldiers and sailors In Phoebus. Col. 
Potts, commandant at Fort Monroe, or¬ 
dered out a company of soldier* and 
peace was restored. Phoebus Is practi¬ 
cally under martial law, two compan¬ 
ies of soldiers being in charge of the 
town.

Prominent People On Board. 


The train carried a number of prom¬ 
inent persons and most of them escaped 
with only slight injuries. Among those 
on the* train were Mr. and Mrs. James 
R Tin del, of Pittsburg, the latter the 
daughter of United States Senator 
Knox; Mrs. A. J. Barr, wife of tbe pro. 
prieior of the Pittsburg Post, tnd her 
two daughters; Victor I* Crubbe, gun- 
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In-law of Robert Pitcairn, of Pittsburg, 
assistant to President A. J. Cassatt, of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, and Samuel 
S. Shubert. one of the prominent theat¬ 
rical managers of New York. Mr. 
Crabbe died In the Harflsburg Hospital 
at noon, a few minutes after hla father- 
in-law reached his bedside. Mr. Shu¬ 
bert was reported to be badly Injured, 
but the others were only slightly hurt 
The wrecked train was the second sec¬ 
tion of the Cleveland and Cincinnati 
express, leaving Philadelphia at 11:06 
o’clock last night. • It consisted of a 
combination baggage and smoking car. 

one day coach and six sleepers.

Freight Train “Buckled.” 

There are various stories of how the 
wreck occurred, but the official version 
Is a* follows: About 1:40 o'clock the 
engine on an eastbound freight train 
was flagged by a crew of a shifting 
engine ahead on the same truck. The 
engineer quickly put on hJs air brakes 
and the train, an unusually tong one, 
came to a sudden halt. The strain on 
the air valves was a severe one, and 
a connecting air hose In the middle of 
the train blew out. This caused the 
middle of the train to '‘buckle” and the 
damaged cars fell over on the passenger 
tracks. 

Just as this happened the Cleveland 
express came thundering up. and “aide- 
swiped*' the wreck. The express was 
stopped within Its own length, and the 
third sleeper was opposite the wrecked 
cars. Before anyone could leave the 
passenger train, which was not very 
badly damaged, a few slight explosions 
occurred, and then there was one great 
flash and roar that shook the earth. 
The whole affair occurred within a 
period of a few seconds. 

When the explosion occurred bodies 
were thrown clear out of the berths In 
the sleeping cars, many landing down 
on the railroad embankment, and some 
even being hurled Into the Susquehan¬ 
na river, which parallels the railroad 
in that locality. The railroad tracks 
were covered with fragments of the 
sleeping cars. 

• • • 

A Scene of Hotror Followed. 


A scene of horror followed the ex¬ 
plosion of the dynamite. The passenger 
cars and some of the freight cars In¬ 
stantly took fire. As tho reverberation 
of the terrible explosion died away the 
agonized cries of the Injured could be 
heard. Men and women came tumbling 
and climbing from the oar windows, 
and crawled from under the wreckage. 
No one for the moment seemed to know 
what to do. and many of the passen¬ 
gers, momentarily seized with terror, 
ran wildly about the fields on the north 
side of the railroad, or waded Into the 
shallow waters of the river which par- 

t llels the railroad on the south. ReaJiz- 
lg their safety, and the danger still 
threatening others, tho frightened pas¬ 
sengers soon began the rescue of the 
living. As they approached the wreck 
another explosion occurred, which sent 
them scurrying away. Fearing that 
the entire train might be loaded with 
dynamite, no one dared go near the 
wreck. Finally the railroad men who 
knew the contents of the burning 
freight train led the way. and the 
uninjured passengers followed. 

• • • 

Cries For Help From Everywhere. 

The work of rescue was at first slow 
and it seemed as though the flames 
would envelop the entire express train 
before those who were pinned beneath 
the heavy wreckage could be freed. 
From everywhere there came cries for 
help, and the frantic rescuers worked 
with willing hands. Scores of those 
who were trapped In their sleeping 
berths or pinioned under wreckage 
were taken out and laid In the field 
badly hurt. 

The rapid advance of the fire drove 
the rescuers back as they were about 
to take others from the wreck, and the 
unfortunates, men and women, were 
soon enveloped In flames. The cries of 
the dying were heartrending, but noth¬ 
ing could be done for theta. 

An alarm of flro was sent In. but 
when the firemen reached the scene the 
flames had done their work. The entire 
train was consumed by fire. 

• • • 

Wounded Presented Pitiable Sight. 


After the victims In the wreck were 
beyond human aid. more attention was 
paid to the injured, who presented a 
pitiable sight as they lay in the field 
or on the banka of the river. With 
the firemen came a corps of physicians 
from the city and the work of attend¬ 
ing the Injured began In earnest. As 
quickly as they were temporarily re¬ 
lieved of pain from burns or other In¬ 
juries they were placed on special 
trains and trolley cars and hurried to 
the hospital here. 

Several hundred railroad laborers 
were on the spot within an hour, and 
by daybreak their number had been In¬ 
creased to a thousand. It was a grew- 
wme task for the railroad men. Not 
ono wholo body was found In the wreck. 
Either an arm or a leg or &U four limbs 
were burned oft at tho trunk, and In 
several coses only portions of the trunk 
were found. Ten charred bodies were 
found under one Pullman car.

XU WASHINGTON PRESIDENT’S 
PRESENT PURPOSE. 


IS SUPREME COURT LEAKING? 


Washington, D. C.. May 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.)—President Roosevelt la expected 
to be In Washington five or six weeks 
before going to Oyster Bay for the 
summer. In the meantime he has four 
or five short out-of-town engagements 
which will not take him away for more 
than a day or two at a time. 

He has not a great deal to occupy 
him here as matters now stand. The 
L/Oo mis-Bowen Imbroglio Is pending, 
and unless the Minister Is able to make 
out a very strong case against the As¬ 
sistant Secretary, which he Is not apt to 
do. Mr. Bowen will get decidedly the 
worst of it.

Lively Time Expected Over Santo 
Domingo. 


The details of the Santo Domingo af¬ 
fair have not been completed, but It Is 
expected that before long the United 
States Government will be proceeding 
in much the same manner os was con¬ 
templated In the treaty postponed at 
the extra session of the Senate be¬ 
cause of the hick of votes to ratify It. 
There will be a lively time in the Sen¬ 
ate this winter over the 8anto Domingo 
matter when it Is learned that the 
President has virtually Ignored tho 

treaty making power.

May Inaugurate Peace In the East. 

What Is believed to be the approach¬ 
ing crisis in tho Japanese-Russian war 
may prove to be the most Important 
matter to come before the President at 
an early data. The United States Is 
expected to become the main factor In 
the beginning of peace negotiations, 
and the President Is anxiously await¬ 
ing the time when It will become proper 
to tender the good office of the Govern¬ 
ment to the belllgerenta 

In addition, there Is the Treasury 
deficit and railroad rate question, both 
of which the President expects to go 
over fully with the party leaders be¬ 
fore leaving for his summer vacation.

Alleged Leak From Supreme Court. 

According to a New York newspaper, 
somebody connected with the United 
States Supreme Court has furnished an 
advance tip on the result of the New 
York State franchise tax case. It Is 
declared that the case has gone 
against the corporations, and that 
“even the bootblacks in Wall struct” 
know about It I^oaks from the Su¬ 
preme Court are not infrequent, but It 
turns out very often that the wrong 
Information Is obtained. In tho pres¬ 
ent Instance, however, most of the 
New York legal talent think the case 
will go against tho corporations. Great 
care Is exercised by tho Supreme Court 
In the preparation of opinions. Even 
the public printer Is not trusted.

AND HOW IT ATTACKS A MYS¬ 
TERY. 


THE HUNT FOR CRIMINALS. 


Nets Which English Detectives 
Throw Over London To Catch 
Evil-Doers. 


Directly a big. mysterious crime oc¬ 
curs in London, Scotland Yard throws 
over the metropolis a strong but Invis¬ 
ible net. from which only the very 
lucky or the very clever criminal can es¬ 
cape. aays the London Mall When you 
consider that the London over which 
Scotland Yard has power has a radius 
of fifteen miles from Charing Cross you 
will understand the wonderful nature 
of the police organization. Within u 
few hours of the discovery of a sensa¬ 
tional crime, the author of which has 
escaped, the six millions of people In 
London are more or Pss under surveil¬ 
lance. 

Imagine a terrible murder such as 
that at Deptford a few days ago. The 
local police Immediately communicated 
with Scotland Yard giving tho facts— 
slating, for example, that three people 
have been murdered In a house, and 
that a falr-halred man of forty, wear¬ 
ing r long gray overcoat, has been seen 
to leave the house. From Scotland 
Yard there radiate to the twenty-one 
metropolitan police divisions, from the 
“A” or Whitehall district to the “Y” or 
Hlghgate district, such facts as the au¬ 
thorities In the great central building 
on the Embankment think It necessary 
should be known. It Is then only a 
matter of a few hours before the police¬ 
men In the streets are keeping their 
eyes open for a fair-haired man of forty 
wearing a long gray overcoat But this 
Is only the beginning of the work. One 
of the chief detectives of Scotland Yard 
Is on the scene of the crime as quickly 
as It It possible for him to get there, 
and posklbly the assistant commlsplcn- 
er himself rushes down on his motor 
car. The chiefs, with th'dr assistant 
make a thorough examination of the 
place and take photographs.

Finger Prints. 


The dead were taken to undertaking 
rooms here, which were transformed 
into temporary morgues. Coroner 
Krouse empaneled a Jury, which viewed 
the bodies this afternoon. He will be¬ 
gin taking testimony to-morrow. The 
Harrisburg hospital la crowded to the 
doors with injured and row after row 
of cota now occupy the wards. 

The sidewalks around the building 
were crowded from early morning with 
persona anxious to see the Injured. The 
crush for admittance was so great that 
ft was necessary to place policemen at 
each entrance. 

The scene of tho wreck was visited 
to-day by probably more than 60,000 
persona They came from Lancaster 
nnd from all the small towns within 
fifty miles 

W. B. McCaleb, superintendent of the 
Philadelphia division, whose offices 
were in the city, said he was unable 
as yet to fix any responsibility fur the 
accident. A thorough Investigation, he 
said, is now being made by his men.

A piece of glass bearing the marks of 
two fingers Is svnt off at once to Scot¬ 
land Yard. It hns been decided that the 
criminal la a casual laborer, and there 
Is a detective quietly watching every 
common lodging house within a radius 
of miles Meanwhile one or the senior 
detectives at the yard, with a memory 
stored with the names of each of the 
desperate habitual criminals who might 
be likely to commit such a crime, has 
set on foot a search for each of these 
men, whose movements will, unknown 
to themselves be traced for days back. 

That businees-like looking commercial 
traveler who lounges round the book¬ 
stall, or rvear the booking- office of one 
or more of the great railway stations 
Is also probably a. man from th« yard. 
The methods vary according to circum¬ 
stances: but In every direction there 
are the strong. urcafen of the 

police net. Up at Scotland Yard the 
finger-prints on the piece of glass are 
being carefully compared with some of 
the finger-prints of known criminals. 
For years linger-prim to have l*een 
stored, and there are now on register 
more than 60.000 e*t«.

He 
may have been a frequenter of all kinds 
of low dens. Be sure that In every one 
of those there la an official or unoffi¬ 
cial representative of Scotland Yard. 
The milkman coming up the court car¬ 
rying two cans may be a yard man. for 
all kinds of disguises are brought Imo 
use. And so In a score of different 
ways strenuous Scotland Yards sets its 
silent machinery In motion for the 
cause of Justice. The criminal who es¬ 
capes from the ring-fence may esteem 
hinwelf fortunate. Day by day In any 
particular case the ring Is drawn tight¬ 
er and the criminal is kept within the 
region of his crime. Th -rrv la much’less 
undiscovered crime than la suppled. 
The police often know the criminal, 
but lack sufficient legal evidence to 
prove the case.

the vtructurv has yet * been located. 
Not an engine was In the round hour* 
at the time. A box car loaded with 
6acks of cement that wus near the 
rotffid house was demolished and the 
cement waa scattered over two mlle>. 
Another box car loaded with broom- 
straw that was standing by the car of 
cement was overturned, but the broom- 
straw was not disturbed by the wind. 

The two cotton gins of the town were 
completely derm>ll>hed. One of the boil¬ 
ers standing had all the steam fixtures 
blown off and the Iron door to this boil¬ 
er was found two miles to the north¬ 
west. As an Instance of the suction 
force of the wind, a substantial stone 
building In the southwestern portion of 
the place Just east of where the cyclone 
first struck the town had Its entire front 
literally pulled out. This building Is 
fully twenty yards from th? path of 
the tornado. It was a gambling hall, 
and all the paraphernalia Is In plain 
view to-day.

Found a Man’s Hand. 


An unknown old man to-day found 
the hand of a man near the edge of the 
storms path. This man had his left 
hand cut off at the wrist by a piece of 
whirling lumber. He had an idea that 
the member he found was his own. He 
was crazed from his experience and It 
was only when 'he was shown that he 
Imd hls tight hand nnd the member he 
had found was a right hand that he be¬ 
came reconciled. He Is now in the hos¬ 
pital, too crazed to talk coherently. No 
one knows him. 

Twenty people were rescued from a 
storm cellar this morning, having been 
imprisoned by light debris. Nope of 
them was Injured. Less than forty 
yards away In another storm cellar 
three people were found dead The roof 
had been carried away and wreckage 
was sent crashing into the hole. Every 
telephone pole In town except one was 
blown away.

A Temporary Telephone. 

Electrician Russell, of the Vernon ex¬ 
change, went to-day and finding enough 
wire he rigged up a telephone. The 
telephone instrument notv In use was 
found about 100 yards from the path of 
the tornado, and as yet It is not known 
from where It was blown. It Is un¬ 
injured. 

A pitiful case came to light to-day. 
A little two-year-old flaxen-haired boy 
was located In a pile of wreckage by 
hls cries. He continually calls for 
"daddy,” but no one In Snyder knows 
the child, nor can it be learned wheth¬ 
er or not hls parents were killed. 

One woman was brought to the 
morgue to-day who had an Immense 
wooden silver driven through her left 
breast. The end of the silver was pro¬ 
truding Just above* the abdomen. Her 
left ear was severed clean from the 
head. In her right arm she was hold¬ 
ing a dead babe.

Shoes Blown From Feet. 


A peculiar thing that has been ob¬ 
served Is that every corpse thus far 
found has been without shoes. In many 
Instances all the hair wus stripped from 
the head. All the bodies found are 
block and blue and appear as ff they 
were pummeled by the wind. Several 
are so disfigured that It Is Impossible 
to Identify them. 

A carload of supplies Is being for¬ 
warded from this place to Snyder. 
Right now the greatest need exists for 
clothing, bedding, cooked food. raon»*y 
and coffins. All the coffins In Vernon 
have been forwarded. Tho Interment 
of the dead has become u pressing ne¬ 
cessity and Is becomLng more so every 
hour. 

The ’Frisco road Is doing everything 
possible to get supplies to the stricken 
place. Just prior to the cyclone and im¬ 
mediately utter the cessation of the 
heavy rain there was a drop In the 
temperature estimated to be ut leust 
30 degrees.

Hotel Folded Up. 


A small frame hotel thut stood about 
two blocks west of the Junction of the 
’Frisco tracks was folded up. This hotel 
originally stood about thirty-five feet 
high, and It is now compactly folded 
and Is not more than eight feet high. 
No one Wmt killed In this hotel. 

A former dry goods store has been 
turned Into a morgue. This building 
was Iterally gutted of Its contents nnd 
the front of the building und the roof 
are gone. The bodies of babies are 
put on the top shelf of this store, bodies 
of children between eight and ten years 
ure placed on the second shelf from 
tho top. bodies of children of a larger 
growth are placed on the third shelf 
from the top und those of adult9 placed 
on the bottom shelves. When the bod¬ 
ies are identified they are tagged.

REMARKABLE TIDAL WAVE 

Causes Wall of Water To Sweep 

Along Shore of Lake Michigan. 

Chicago, May 11.—Reports of a re¬ 
markable tidal wave along the west 
shore of Lake Michigan were received 
to-day. The wave seemed to be the 
highest at Kenlsha and Racine. Wls., 
where a wall of water swept In. caus¬ 
ing much damage and alarm along the 
docks. At Chicago the wave simply 
raised the stage of water and caused a 
very heavy current down the drainage 
canal. Boats navigated the river with 
the greatest difficulty as a result of the 
high current. 

Weather conditions In Chicago this 
afternoon were such that a recurrence 
of tidal waves uhtig the west shore 
were anticipated. The rain during the 
lust twelve hours lias been almost un¬ 
precedented. Within a few hours the 
Fire Department answered eighty calls 
to pump out basements In various parts 
of the efty. 


TORNADO IN MISSOURI. 

Town of Hampton, Near Platte City, 
Struck By Twister. 

Platte City. Ma, May 11.—A tornado 
struck the town of Hampton, 'eight 
miles southwest of here, last night and 
several persons were injured, though 
none was killed. A drug store, a gen¬ 
eral store and a blacksmith shop were 
demolished and a half dozen residences 
were badly damaged. 

The public school building at «Jer»ton 
was struck by lightning during a severe 
rainstorm to-day. A number of school 
children were shocked, but no one was 
badly hurt. Montevallo. twenty miles 
southeast of here, sustained much dam¬ 
age from a windstorm. Several resi¬ 
dences were destroyed, but no fives were 
lost. 


FATAL WORK OF LIGHTNING. 


Mother and Child Killed and Dwell¬ 
ing Wrecked. 

Lancaster, O., May H.—Mrs. Alex¬ 
ander Shafer, aged twenty-five, and her 
son.

MORE EVIDENCE 

AGAINST JOHANN HOCH. 


Arsenic In His Fountain Pen Was 
Not Sold Him In New 
York. 


Chicago, May 11.—Testimony of a 
technical character occupied the great¬ 
er part of to-day's hearing In the trial 
of tlr* alleged multi-bigamist Johann 
Hoch. charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Marie Wulcker Hoch. Dr. Joseph 
Reese, who was recalled to Identify cer¬ 
tain prescriptions, was one of the prin¬ 
cipal witness «. He was subjected to 
an exhaustive cross-exam ina lion by 
Hoch'a counsel. Dr. Reese, after Identl- j 
fying prescription* he had given Mrs. 
Marie Wak*ker-Hoch, dieclnred that In 
the three days h* attended her there 
wiene no Fign* of kidney troubles. 

Dr. Ludwig Hektcttn told of patholvg- 
ical studies of the organs of the dead 
woman, and declared he found no con¬ 
dition of nephritis, such ns would cause 
death. 

Among the witnesses of the day was 
Fred rick O. Collins, druggist, of New 
York. Hoch declared when arrested 
that the poison found in his fountain 
pm (arsenic i was bought at Collins' 
Flore. The drugglrt came to Chicago, 
armed with the register book the laws 
of New York require all druggets to 
keep, in which to record the sal^s of 
poisons. This book does not show that 
arsenic was ever sold to Hoch on the 
date he mentions* or to any parson 
answering his description.

InfT speculator. Prices closed materially 
mgher. 

Th* Chicago cattle market was slow 
hogs 5c to 10c higher, and sheep and 
lambs strong. 


Encouraging Chicago. 

Discussing the failures of municipal 
operation, the New York Commercial 
recalls these facts: 

"The citizens of Cleveland fought out 
the question whether they should es¬ 
tablish a municipal lighting plant In the 
autumn of 1903, and the decision was 
decisive against such a policy. While 
there was some dissatisfaction with the 
local Lighting company, such examina¬ 
tion as was made of the results of mu¬ 
nicipal plaitts in other places led to grave 
doubt of the economy and wisdom of 
making the Investment. In the face of 
the active fight made by Mayor Tom 
L. Johnson and his friends, the proposi¬ 
tion to Issue bonds to create the munici¬ 
pal plant was voted down. 

'‘Among the cases then cited of mu¬ 
nicipal plants that had failed there were 
several In the State of Ohio. The city 
of Columbus had Issued bonds to the 
amount of $900:000 and had to show for 
It a plant worth only $68,000. In spite 
of this expenditure, the lights supplied 
by the city plant cost more than when 
they were obtained by contract from a 
private company, and the city obtained 
a part of its lights at a lower rate from 
a private plant. The city of Toledo bor¬ 
rowed $1,060,000 at 4^ per cent, to estab¬ 
lish a natural gas plant, but disposed of It 
In 1901 for $102,000. Interest on the loan 
still runs, but the city has been com¬ 
pelled to revert to private sources for 
Its lighting. The Philadelphia experi¬ 
ment. which Is perhaps among the best- 
known In the United States, was equally 
disastrous. A public go* plant was op¬ 
erated for fifty-six years and was finally 
disposed of to a private corporation. 
While tho city ran the plant. It charged 
11.50 per thousand feet for go*. although 
buying 40 per cent, of the amount sold 
from a private concern at only thirty-, 
•even cents. 

"From tho side of public finance tho 
problem of municipal socialism Is equal¬ 
ly disturbing. So much money has been 
called for In OrOat Britain by projects 
for municipal lighting, tramways and 
similar enterprises that a dearth of cap¬ 
ital Is disclosing' Itself in tho London 
market and has boon tho subject of seri¬ 
ous concern among financiers. The mu¬ 
nicipalities are plunged in debt and are 
staggering under interest charges for 
which they receive no adequate return 
In the services rendered. In somo places 
local transportation Is furnished at low 
rates, but tho money comes out of tlia 
taxpayer for meeting deficits. The deficits 
In the telegraph service, which Is under 
Government control, aro constantly grow¬ 
ing, and deficits In the municipal plants 
aro covered up only by charging to other 
departments of the Government Items 
for paving and similar services that un¬ 
der prlvp * • management would be charg¬ 
ed to the corporation providing the serv¬ 
ice." 

Municipal lighting has been pretty 
Well tried In this country, about 10 pet* 
cent, of tho lighting being municipally 
operated, and the results have been 
anything but such as to encourage a 
general resort to the plan. Chicago’s 
proposition to go Into the street-rail¬ 
way business Is likely to be a costly 
•xperlment to the taxpayers of Chi¬ 
cago. but people of other cities, not 
having to foot the bills for the experi- 
Cpant, sxs more than willing to look 
«4 q * curious spectators. In matters 
of this sort very few of us care what 
happens if It doesn’t happen to us.

First of all, you must have something 
to say. If you have the What, the 
How will take care of Itself, to a great 
extent. If you do not have something 
concrete to say, all the words In the 
dictionary will be of little use In de¬ 
veloping what you call style. 

Having the What, the next thing Is 
to ** - tt In your own way, with the 
>r .ir*r restraint of grammar and taste, 
it nr f t»ndi*r i ike to say It In somebody 
else > w »y ,r 'ru» imitator will never 
gain di net 4 on. One reason why 
ghakospear u< n eved greatness was 
because he wrote In his own way and 
no one eise's. It was because Thack¬ 
eray'was himself that his writings won 
fame. If he had copied some other 
author, the other author would have 
been the famous one, not Thackeray. 
Gaze all along the list and you will find 
that the writers who made their mark 
In the world were writers of individual¬ 
ity and initiative. They wrote in their 
own way. They thought their own 
thoughts and constructed their phrases 
according to their own Ideas. 

Above all things, do not mistake a 
fine-sounding sentence for sense. A 
eentence may seem wonderfully round¬ 
ed and very eloquent, and yet defy 
any and all efforts to discover what It 
Is driving at. Young writers partic¬ 
ularly are prone to fall Into this mis¬ 
take. They think up words Instead of 
Ideas, and set them down, and all they 
amount to is a bouquet of vague, 
rhetorical nourishes. Ideas are the 
main thing. Ideas! 

Ia writing down your Ideas, express 


them In simple, direct English. Use 
metaphors and similes If you desire, 
but be sure that they will stand anal¬ 
ysis and are In place. Avoid long sen 
fences as far as possible, for long sen 
tences are likely to wander so far away 
'from the point 3 s to confuse the reader, 

Try to eschew conventional phrases 
and conventional statements. It you 
have ever heard of anybody’s saying 
a eemain thing a certain way, either 
foregts the statement altogether or ex¬ 
press fit In an entirely different manner 
Be newt Use new thoughts. Put them 
In new sentences. Do not be common 
place. 

You will not find It easy to create a 
style of monumental individuality, dear 
AtefbtadeB. but these suggestions may 
help you to try- 


The Cyclone. 

Louisville, while exempt from any 111 
effects, was more or less under cyclonic 
influences yesterday. With alternate 
showers and sunshine, there was an in 
terraitting and uncertain wind, which, 
when clouds threatened, Caused Appre 
henslon with some as to whether a 
tornado was not about to break upon 
the city. Ever since the devastatlug 
visitation of March 27. 1890, those who 
felt or viewed tts effects always be¬ 
come apprehensive at the prospects of 
another. It was evidently but the out 
lying breezes of the Oklahoma tornado 
which swept up from the southwest 
after committing such havoc at Snyder 
the night before, and Its northward 
route was doubtless through Illinois, 
where'some damage was done yester¬ 
day. 

It is unfortunate that with the re¬ 
markable progress which has been at¬ 
tained In weather forecasts as to 
change of temperature of rain, little 
has been effected in the way of fore¬ 
casting the coming of cyclones or tor¬ 
nadoes. After one has developed 
and Its course becomes known. Its pos¬ 
sible track may be predicted, but with 
little degree of certainty. Their ap¬ 
proach may be sometimes Indicated by 
the fall of the barometer while the cen¬ 
ter of the coming storm Is several hun¬ 
dred miles distant. But no forecast 
can be made as to when and where ono 
of them will strike, as they descend 
to the earth and rebound, skipping 
many places In their route, with no 
certainty as to where they will be most 
destructive. If they traveled uniform¬ 
ly on the surface of the earth, their 
destructiveness would be continuous 
and correspondingly fatal. 

The cyclones from which the West 
suffers are believed to oilglnate in the 
western portion of the Gulf of Mexico 
after a Texas nortber has prevailed. 
A few begin In the Interior of Texas, 
when a high barometric pressure on the 


Gulf, or a low pressure In the Western 
Territories forces or draws the air of 
the Gulf up over the plains of Texas. 
Such storms are rarely developed ex¬ 
cept In the spring or early summer. 
The storms which oome from the east¬ 
ern part of the Gulf, entering Florida 
and sweeping the Atlantic coast, are 
more In the nature of hurricanes, being 
more widely spread and not so sporadic 
or cyclonic. They occur chiefly in the 
latter part of summer and early fall. 

So far as practical observation has 
extended, no structure has seemed 
capable of resisting a genuine cyclone. 
Much speculation has arisen as to the 
power of the steel-framed sky-scraper 
to withstand Its effects. Several years 
ago a portion of St. Louis was visited 
bg one. and a number of very sub¬ 
stantial! buildings were demolished, but 
it did not embrace a sky-scraper In its 
course. We are apt from the compara¬ 
tively frequent accounts of these de¬ 
structive storms to think that they are 
growing more frequent. Just as an Idea 
prevails that the weather has been 
modified by the settlement of the coun¬ 
try- This, however. Is error, as with 
the Increase of habitations, towns and 
cities, they are oftener In the 
track of the storms Reported, which 
rank according to their destructive¬ 
ness, when similar storms, sweeping 
over & houseless prairie or a region but 
sparsely settled, would command little 
or no attention. The cyclone may there¬ 
fore be regarded as a permanent men¬ 
ace within Its atmospheric range, at¬ 
tended with increased destruction to 
life and property as the population be¬ 
comes more dense. A cyclone cellar 
seems to afford the only safe refuge 
from its destructive, force, but un¬ 
fortunately sufficient warning Is rarely 
given ‘those who hare provided them 
to avail themselves bf their protection.

ATTACK UPON THE OUTPOSTS 


OF THE RUSSIANS REPULSED BY 
LINEVITCH'S MEN. 


JAPS RETIRE TO MADIOPA 


Gunshu Pass. May U.—The Japanese 
advance now appears to have been a 
feint to ascertain the strength of the 
Russian outposts which have again 
been pushed forward on the left at 
Lafangol Erdahol and Toungol and 
along the center line from Podysouz 
sche to Shlhousa, where the Japanese 
attacked tho Russians May 7 and May 
8 . but were repulsed. The next day, 
In order to oust the Japanese from tjie 
Shahetzy mines from which their at¬ 
tack was organized, a column of cav¬ 
alry, supported by artillery, moved 
forward under cover of tho Russian 
guns and the mines were turned, the 
Japanese retiring first to Blntanzou and 
later to Madiopa, three miles south of 
Chantafu. 

On the right flank the situation Is 
unchanged. The Russian front re¬ 
sembles a crescent with the center rest¬ 
ing on the railroad and the horns 
pointing south. 

Prisoners say the new troops from 
Japan are old men and youths. They 
give the Japanese losses at Mukden 
as 12,355 killed and about 70.000 wound¬ 
ed. Oyaina was at the front during 
the recent activity, making his head¬ 
quarters at Chantafu. 

JAPANESE ATTACK 


Repulsed By the Advance Posts of 
Gen. Linevitch. 
et. Petersburg, May 11.—Gen. Line¬ 
vitch. In a dispatch to Emperor Nlch 
ulna, dated May 9. says: 

"Our advance posts along the line 
from Podysouzsche to Shihouxu were 
attacked by the enemy’s cavalry May 
7. The Japanese were repulsed. They 
renewed tho attack May 8 . but were 
again unsuccessful. 

"On May 9 our cavalry advanced In 
the direction of the Shahetzy mines, 
which were occupied by Japanese, who, 
In the face of our artillery fire and a 
turning movement westeward of the 
mines, were obliged to retire toward 
the village of Blntanzou. from which 
they subsequently were dislodged, re¬ 
tiring to the village of Madiopa."

Why the Cigarette Law Was Passed. 

The stringent law of Indiana against 
the sale and use of cigarettes has al¬ 
ready caused so much trouble, and 
evoked so much unfriendly criticism 
abroad, that It has been found neces¬ 
sary to put out an apology, or at least 
an explanation of how tt came to be en¬ 
acted. Tho explanation Is almost as 
extraordinary as the law. though It 
seems to correspond with the facts. 

According to an Indianapolis paper 
the bill was passed by the Senate us 
a sort of Joke. When It Went to the 
House a man Interested In the trade 
In cigarettes was reported to have said 
that It would never become a law, be¬ 
cause money would be used 
freely to defeat * It. which w as 
interpreted to mean that legislators 
would bo bribed to vote against It. 
Then came the exposure of an alleged 
attempt to bribe, and so the House 
passed the bill as a rebuke to these 
threatened and attempted corrupt prac¬ 
tices. 

Bribery of legislative bodies Is un¬ 
doubtedly worthy of the most severe 
robuke and'punishment, but an attempt 
at bribery Is hardly a sufficient reason 
for bad legislation. The virtue 
of the members of the Legislature 
ought to bo so far above suspicion as to 
permit them to oppose a bad law* with¬ 
out the imputation of having been 
bribed to do their duty. But if the 


It la to be hoped that the visit of 
the President to Chicago and hla brtef 
hut pronounced utterance will have a 
favorable effect upon the state of af¬ 
fairs there. Each party to the contest 
baa looked forward to his coming with 
the expectation that his presence would 
inure to Its special advantage, but the 
better view is to trust that it may re¬ 
sult In the triumph of law* and tho 
fundamental principles Involved, rather 
than In the restoration of good order as 
the victory of eKtfver party to the con¬ 
test over the other. The law 
and the courts ought to af¬ 
ford remedies for all wrongs, 
and such, riotous proceedings as 
have disgraced Chicago for many 
weeks and have been recurrent at In¬ 
tervals for several years should be put 
down by the police power of the city 
and State, and, If need be, by aid of 
the FVderal authority, legally exercised. 
If the President’s visit and hi* posi¬ 
tion on the question, as stated to the 
committee of strikers, shall have the 
effect to impress upon Mayor Dunne a 
proper sense of his duty and upon the 
Strikers the dang.*- to which they sub¬ 
ject themselves by re**ort 1 ng to violence. 
Instead of reason and law. as a remedy 
for their alleged grievances, the riot in 
Chicago will soon come to an end. 


Of the Navy Arrested In Connection 
With Bougouin Case. 

Tokio, (May 11.—Ex-Lieut. Iwasaktn, 
formerly connected with tho Engineer 
Department of the Japanese navy, has 
been arrested In connection with the 
charges which resulted In the arrest of 
A. E. Bougouin and his stepson, F. 
Strange, as spies of tho Russian Gov 
ernment. 

twosnkia was dismissed from the 
navy and deprived of his rank In 1894 
for alleged misconduct, and he has 
since been under police espionage. 

The preliminary investigation of the 
charges against Bougouin and Strang** 
is now proceeding, but the date* for 
their arraignment and trial have not 
yet been decided. Bougouin has for a 
long time been held In high esteem by 
the Japanese, and he has been decor 
ated by the Emperor.

Columbus, O.. May 11.—G<?n. Nogl, 
the hero of Port Arthur and one of 
the brilliant Generals of the Mikado, 
has written a card to Col. W. H. 
Knauss. of Columbus. In which he re¬ 
turns his thanks for the numerous ap¬ 
preciations from the American people 
and In a particular manner expresses 
his appreciation of a small American 
flag sent to him by Col. Knauss.

COTTON AS A WORLD FACTOR. 


[Lenlle’s Weekly.] 

The United States* record-breaking 
crop of 12,162.000 bales In 1001 will fierve to 
draw attention to cotton as a social and 
economtc factor In the world’s develop¬ 
ment, and to show the important part 
which It plays In humap society. Congress 
in 1793 placed a duty of three cents a 
pound on cotton, never dreaming that It 
would one day become the most Impor¬ 
tant of the country’s exports. When, In 
1794. John Jay was In England to frame 
the treaty und**r which American com¬ 
merce got Its first real start, he did not 
know that cotton was exported from hls 
covmtry or ever would be exported. 

The 156.000 bales of cotton produced by 
the United States In 1800 had grown to 

300.000 In 16C0. In the words of Hammond, 
Of South Carolina, cotton had become 
king among United States products by 
that time. The year 1898 saw the 11.0.0.000 
mark In production passed for the first 
time. It was never passed afterward, ex 
cept In 1899. till 190*. when the output was 
12.162.000 bales. In 1906 the farm value of 
the cotton crop and Its byproducts was in 
the neighborhood of TOn.OOMOO. In 1904. 
owing to the reduced price, the value did 
not pas* beyond that mark. In each year, 
however, it ranked all tho other products 
of the soil In tho* amount of money which 
It brought tho grower, except corn. Three- 
fourths of oil the cotton grown in the 
world Is produced In the United States. 
Twenty per cent, of the entire American 
crop was manufactured In American mills 
In I960. This proportion. Increasing faster 
than the production, had grown ‘to 37 per 
cent. In 1904. The South, which manufac¬ 
tured only 90.000 bates of cotton In 1870. as 
compared with 777,000 bales In the North, 
only 321,000 as compared with the North’s 
.S74.000 in 1880; and only 645.000 to the 
North’s 1.780.000 In 1K90, was even with tho 
North In 1903 and 1904, each section manu¬ 
facturing slightly loss tlmn 2 . 000,000 bales.

Wot Imaginative Ones To Figure On 
“Haunted House.’* 

The “haunted house,” which stood 
for years on tho Utica pike, four mites 
from Jeffersonville and near the bridge 
across Lacassange creek untenanted, 
has disappeared, and In Its stead a new 
houst- Ik being completed by Chris¬ 
toph#,S Lentz and hia son, Edward 
LenU.\ They are doing all the work 
with 4neir own hand*. All the ma¬ 
terial that could be used from the old 
house has been placed In the new one. 
and a modem structure has taken the 
pine© of the one that made children and 
timid women shudder as they paused 
it, there being but a few* feet from the 
road to the house. 

The old house In Its day was a two- 
itory frame. People who knew* nothing 
of it wondered In passing why such an 
inviting home was allowed to stand Idle 
and rot down. The farm on which the 
house was located Is one of the most 
fertile in Clark county. Ind., and was 
formerly owned by Andrew Fry, and 
from him came Into the possession of 
Lentz. The latter when he became 
owner did not need the house himself, 
and declined to rent It. This went on 
for years, and the story that It was 
haunted was started and remained 
with the building. 

Before Indiana became a State a 
Frenchman, Alexander Lacasrange, 
came from New Orleans and bought a 
great deal of property above Jefferson¬ 
ville, and the creek was named after 
him. He once owned the farm on 
which the haunted house stood, and in 
this way the story that the place was 
Inhabited by spirits started. NeArer to 
Jeffersonville, Lacassange owned a 
home, and his wife died there under 
mysterious surroundings Her body 
was burled under a weeping willow Tn 
the back yard, and Lacnssange sold out 
for almost nothing and returned to 
New Orleans. It was claimed the 
house was Inhabited by a supernatural 
being, and one door would open at all 
houts of the night, no matter how 
tightly It was locked nnd barred. This 
was claimed to be the work of Mrs. 
Lacnssnnge's ghost, but In recent years 
the strange visitations have ceased.

FINAL ARGUMENT TO MORROW 


ON DEMURRER TO MOTION TO 
QUASH INDICTMENT. 


MARION CASE ALSO PASSED. 


Argument on tho demurrer filed by 
the prosecution to the plea of abate¬ 
ment In the case against the Rev. U. 
G. SutherUn began In the Floyd Circuit 
Court In New Albany yesterday and 
continued until noon, when Judge Utz 
adjourned further hearing until to-mor¬ 
row morning at 9 o’clock.

In the plea of abatement filed by the 
defense last Tuesday, It was held that 
no Indictment tons tx*.*n resumed against 
Che Rev. Mr. Sutherlln from the fact 
that the sitting grand Jury was not a 
legal body, the reojron being that James 
W. Dunbar, one of the Jury Commis¬ 
sioners. who selected the Jury, was in¬ 
eligible to hold the office because he 
wa H a stockholder arid director In the 
Louisville and Southern Indiana. Trac¬ 
tion Company, a corporation having 
suits pending in court that would be 
tried by Jury. The attorneys for the 
prosecution tiled a demurrer and yes¬ 
terday was set for the hearing. Argu¬ 
ments pro and con were made by 
George B. McIntyre. prosecuting attor¬ 
ney. and P. B. May, of Belfordv while 
Charles L. Jewett, an associate counsel 
for the State, will deliver the arguenen* 
to-morrow morning. On the part of the 
defense, argument was made by Evan 
B. Stotsenburg and Judge Alexander 
Dowling. Numerous authorities were 
cited by both the prosecution and the 
defense and It Is probable that, when 
the argument is completed, the ques¬ 
tion will be taken under advisement 
by Judge Utz.

The new Jewish Free Hospital at 
Floyd and Kentucky streets was In¬ 
spected by the physicians of Louisville 
last night and they pronounced it the 
most modem and most complete Insti¬ 
tution of Its kind In tho city. The phy¬ 
sicians were the guests of the medical 
staff, which Is headed by Dr. I. N. 
Bloom, and were received by Dr. L. 
Blitz. Dr. H. Dewitt Wolf and Dr. M. 
L. Ravltch. 

After the guests had been carried 
over the building lunch was served and 
good wishes to the new Infirmary’s fu¬ 
ture w'ere drunk In delicious punch. 

Sunday the public will be given a 
chance to inspect the hospital and 
Monday morning the doors will be 
opened for patients. There will bo no 
ceremonies at this time. 

• • • 

No Points Overlooked. 


The hospital Is as perfect as man and 
money could make it ami is fire-proof 
from top to bottom. The only wood In 
the building is used for doors and floors 
In the rooms. These floors are of hard¬ 
wood and rest on a base of solid ce¬ 
ment. The furnishings are of steel 
covered with white ciuunel. The beds, 
wardrobes, chairs, washstamls and 
tables are of this metal, making them 
not only fire-proof, but thoroughly san¬ 
itary. 

The floors In the hallw'uys axe ce¬ 
ment. The stairways are marble and 
steel and the walls are painted In oil. 

The building Is three stories, with a 
big stone basement. The kitchen, luuu- 
dry and heating plant are located In the 
basement. The firm floor Is taken up 
with the administrative offices and din¬ 
ing-room In front, with bedrooms In 
the rear. The second floor Is entirely 
for patients. The operating-room is lo¬ 
cated on the third floor. 

• • • 

Operating Room a Feature. 


This room caught the eye of every 
physician. It Is big und airy, and is 
the best lighted operating-room In the 
city. The door is polished cement, and 
the walD are wulnscoted In marble. Ad¬ 
joining this room ure the sterilizing and 
anaesthetic rooms. Every device knovch 
to science has been provided to make 
instruments, towels and bandages anti¬ 
septic. Near by Is tho room for the 
surgeons. It Is provided with lockers 
and a shower bath. 

• • • 

Free Beds. 


In keeping with the charitable spirit 
of Its founders there are two public 
wards on each floor, one for malts and 
one for females. There will be no 
charge for beds In these rooms unless 
the patient Is ably and willing to pay. 
The furnishings ure the sutne as In 
the other rooms. There are four beds 
In each of these wards, and a bathroom 
1» provided for each. 

There arc rubber mats In the hall¬ 
ways to prevent noise, and an Inter¬ 
communicating telephone system has 
been provided. A dumb waiter lends 
from the kitchen to each floor and 
opens Into pantries where the dishes 
will be kept 

The hospital cost between 640.000 and 
650,000, und received Its start from a 
67,000 gift made by Samuel Grabfclder. 
Other publlc-sp*rPed citizens sub¬ 
scribed the rest of the money needed.

Tlie coming of Riley Grnnnan to at¬ 
tend a Louisville meeting recalls some of 
the most sensational features connected 
with the nulng world Hla ltke on tho 
turf may never bo seen aguln Ills career 
is a plunger and fortune-maker on the 
race course, though comparatively short, 
was brilliant beyond measure In fact. 
It wow meteoric and his star shot ocrces 
the firmament of tho racing world with « 
luminosity that dazzled for years after It 
had sunk. 

Riley Orannnn began cm the tracks in 
the W eat. Luck seemed to !h> his guiding 
star. Ho appeared Invincible, and hi* 
daring feats ou the race course mystified 
the horsemen of the Fnlted States. He 
left the West for the Eastern tracks, 
where his success as a plunger continued 
unbroken. His greatest coup was in the 
famous race between Henry of Navarre 
and Domino. Grannan had staked hi* 
money until the bookmakers were not 
only at a standstill. but thev stood 
aghast and gazed upon him as If he were 
sotm* demon from another world. It was 
a dead heat between the two wonders of 
the race course, hut Grannan had stoked 
his money In such a manner that he won. 
His winnings were enormous. In fact, 
some of the bookmakers were put out of 
business 

This was only a starter After cleaning 
up a fortuny in the F >*t Gmnnnn went 
to England, where success still hung 
around him like the tender vine around 
the sturdy oak. His fortune continued to 
grow. Back to Kentucky he came, the 
Hon of the hour and the idol of the sport¬ 
ing people. He did not forget his old 
friends in tho city who knew him In less 
fortunate days On the corner of Sixth 
rind Jefferson streets he built the three, 
story brick house that still stands there 
at a cost of over $ 4 .rwX) To George Hess, 
his friend, he said move In and do busi¬ 
ness. The friend dhl us Grannan bade 
him. 

To Lexington Grannan went, and in 
memory df the great horse on which he 
w*on a fortune he built a handsome struc¬ 
ture and named It "The Navarre." He !n- 
v**sted his means In real estate of differ¬ 
ent kinds, which he hoped would be a nest 
egg when the evil days might nppenr. In 
the course of a few years fortune began 
to turn her fickle form from this lurkv 
man. Out In San Francisco his luck fall¬ 
en! him. After losing an ordinary fortune 
on the rnclfio const Grannan Journeyed 
lvnst with the hope of winning It back. 
Rut seemingly he had plunged his lest 
winning dollar Down w*nt his fortune. 
Again he sailed for England, but her* 
he had no better luck. His fortune finally 
went.

HREATENING skies with the 
prospoct of a mud-slow track no 
doubt kept a large number of peo¬ 
ple from attending tho Intercol¬ 
legiate track and field meet yesterday 
afternoon between Vanderbilt and In¬ 
diana Univergitles. llowevor, an en¬ 
thusiastic bunch of schoolboys and bevies 
of fair maidens flaunted their college col¬ 
ors and cheered the collegians to their 
utmost efforts. 

The contest was Spirited throughout, 
though from the start It was seem that 
the Vanderbilt men were clearly out¬ 
classed by their combatants, as Is Indi¬ 
cated by a total score of 74 points out of 
a possible 106 to the credit of the Hooslor 
University. 

Indiana won nine first placed, seven sec¬ 
ond places and six third place* as against 
three firsts for Vanderbilt, four seconds 
and five firsts. In ons event a dead heat 
was run by rival contestants, and tho 
four consequent points were split be¬ 
tween tho two. 

The feature of the games was the last 
ovent. the mile run. Zimmer, Ogden and 
Newman, of Indiana, entered against 
jrt. of Valid* rblit. The BpUl 
boy was first off at the crack of the pis¬ 
tol. taking a good lead at an unusually 
swift pace. Ho was followed by Zimmer, 
who gradually allowed the lead to 
lengthen, and every one remarked that 
the boy In tront could never bold his 
place, but lap after lup he maintained his 
stride, and then the Indinnlan’s col¬ 
leagues began to call on him to close up. 
The distance between them, howover, was 
narrowed very slowly till the last half 
of the lust lup was reached. Zimmer then 
proudly tossed Ids head and began a 
sprint that was tho admiration of every 
one who saw him. Tho leader's advan¬ 
tage perceptibly decreased, and the 
ground was fought for with determination 
by the two contestant!*, one by a mag¬ 
nificent sprint, the other gamely holding 
to the stride and speed which had marked 
the entire ruco. In the last few seconds 
It was seen that the game sprinter had 
postponed his filial effort too late, and lie 
lost the race hy about four yards. 

Another Interesting feature was tho 
phenomenal work of Snmse In tho high 
Jump and pole vault. He cleared the bar 
at five feet eight Inches In the Jump with 
ease, showing by his performance that he 
could clear two Inches additional If nec¬ 
essary. and In the pole vault he .crossej 
the rod at eleven feet, without effort, and 
v.’us begged to desist by his companions 
for fear he might again dtsabk* himself, 
although It Is known that In practice he 
has gone nine Inches butter His work 
was unusual for the reason that he Is just 
recovering from a broken wrist and has 
dono no work for tho past month.

COTTON ON THE UPPER NILE. 


There is a field for the educated 
American negro in Africa, and he haa 
already found It out. according to 
Leigh Hunt, the American business 
man and traveler, who arrived here 
from abroad last week for a stay of 
several months, says the New York 
World. Mr. Hunt has Important min¬ 
ing interests in Korea, but hit* latest 
enterprise Is a cotton growing experi¬ 
ment In tho Soudan. Last year he pur¬ 
chased a tract of 60.000 acres of land 
for agricultural purposes from the Sou 
dancse Government on the railroad 
route between Berber and Suaklm and 
spent the winter there superintending 
the cotton experiment. 

In an interview with a World report 
er In his apartments at the Holland 
House yesterday Mr. Hunt outlined an 
experiment with the American negro In 
the Soudan quite as Interesting as that 
of cotton growing. 

* % ln the first place , 0 said Mr. Hunt 
please don’t call me a millionaire or a 
promoter. Call me a frontiersman, for 
that Is what I am. I make my homo 
on the frontier. The city life with Its 
luxuries and confinement would be the 
death of me. 

Now, as regards my bringing Amer¬ 
ican negroes Into the Soudun, 1 am re¬ 
luctant to talk on the subject. Some 
of the stories published about it have 
been absurd. I am not fathering a 
colonization scheme nor planning to 
toko 40,000 negroes to Africa* The 
ciphers were gratuitously added. 

’The question of emigration aa a so 
lutlon of our negro problem is a diffi¬ 
cult one to answer. It Is U big sub¬ 
ject and 1 don’t pretend to know what 
can be accomplished in that way. What 
I do believe is this, that, given favora¬ 
ble conditions, the educated negro can 
establish a home for himself in a for 
elgn land and prosper there. Two Im¬ 
portant desiderata in such a move are 
congenial climate and tho absence of 
competition with white men, especially 
where racial prejudice Is operative. •

Four Negroes As Pioneers. 

’’Now, on the strength of this belief, 
when It came time to find men to fill 
positions as overseers *on my plantation 
1 requested the Booker Washington 
Institute at Tuakegee to send me four 
negroes who had been educated in that 
school. These men oame over about 
year ugo. and 1 can say that thus far 
there has been no cauae for disappoint¬ 
ment In the experiment. The negroes 
are technically educated men and good 
workers. They have got along well 
with the Soudanese laborers, and the 
Influence of the Americans on the na¬ 
tives has been the best. 

“After being with me some months 
these men sent for some uf their Tuske- 
gee friends in the South, who joined 
them, and there are still others ar¬ 
ranging to go over. All these are edu¬ 
cated negroes; there are no places for 
the others. 

T don’t say that the educated Amer¬ 
ican negro only has to go over there 
to conquer. lie has a rival In the Egyp¬ 
tian fellaheen, or peasant. It was once 
believed that he would never leave 
Egypt for the Upper Nile, but It looks 
as If this was wrong. If he does take 
kindly to the Soudan It means that 
Lord Cromer's dream of the Soudan 
as the outlet for Egypt will be real¬ 
ized. 

“Ttie Soudan is not a white man's 
country. That Is one of the points In 
favor of the negro who goes there, 
Moreover, the climate seems to agree 
with him excellently. In fact. I am 
now convinced that the ancestors of 
many of our negroes carne from the 
Nile region. 

“The land In the Soudan Is wonderful, 
ly rich. It Is easy for an educated 
negro, who understands agriculture, to 
make a home for himself there, and, 
if he Is Industrious, to prosper. If he 
leases more land than he Is able to 
operate ho can sublet a part of it to 
natives ,and thus find himself. In 
way. a landlord. You might Add. too, 
that the experience of having men In 
his employ, or dependent upon him. 
no small factor In his success as an 
emigrant.” 


Tho Rev. Peyton H. Hnge, pastor of 
Warren Memorial church. In the last 
Issue of Our Church, a publication put 
out by him in the Interest of the church 
of which he Is pastor, announces that 
Hie faculty of the Presbyterian Theo¬ 
logical Seminary has started a move¬ 
ment to raise money so that the Grant 
building fund will become available 
at once.

My Panama experiences were on the 
whole of a most unsatisfactory nature.” 
said Charles McNeill, who lives, on 
Fr-rndale avenue, west of Baxter, last 
night. Ho has Just returned from the 
isthmus, where he went as a steam 
fitter, expecting to set up machinery 
for the canaJ workings. He is an em¬ 
ploye of the Joseph McWilliams Com- 
pan y. 

In the first place,” he continued ”1 
landed there almost disqualified by a 
troublesome car, the drum of which 
had been severely Injured In a wreck 
I was in near Littleton, Tenn. Then 
I had little or nothing to do, as was the 
case wffth most of tho others who went 
dowm there. The heat, of course, w as 
trying and the effort to appear busy 
tvhon I wus doing nothing at ail rather 
got on my nerves. 

For the first week I was there I 
did nothing. In fact. I was assigned 
to nothing. I am a steam titter, and 
when 1 did get set to work I was put 
over a gang of Jamaica negroes who 
were digging a sewer. They kept me 
one day at that.

"The fever Is dreaded down there.

"Our experiments in cotton show 
larger yield per acre than Egypt pro¬ 
duces, and as for quality, it Is quite 
equal to the best American product 
The* Egyptian varieties will do as w’«rll 
as in Egypt if planted early. But early 
planting Involves the question of water 
at low Nile, which Is th© chief problem 
of the future. For eight months of the 
year when the water Is running waste 
to the sea we are happy, but for the 
remainder of the year when the low Nile 
water Is needed In Egypt we are In the 
hands of Providence. However, we hav© 
tremendous confidence In the way 
Cr^iner. Garstin. Wingate and Cecil— 
the big four—do things, and. uomehow, 
we feel they will solve the %vater prob¬ 
lem. too. 

’The ralllnrad connecting Sheikh 
Barghut on the Red Sea, with Darner, 
on the Nile, wifi probubly be complet¬ 
ed by the summer of 1906 . and then the 
doors, which have hitherto be©n closed 
on that great country, will swing wide 
open for an era of peace and prosperi¬ 
ty.” 

Mr. Hunt has spent many years In 
Korea, but has not been there since be¬ 
fore the begining of hostilities between 
Russia and Japan. Speaking of th© war 
yesterday, he said th© success of the 
Japanese would mean a new and better 
life for China and Korea. 

“The limitations of Korea.” said Mr. 
Hunt, “are so narrow that her develop¬ 
ment will mean little to the world, but 
no country' has wider natural limita¬ 
tions than China. Now that Japan 
knows her strength, she will give to 
her neighbor a strong guiding hand, 
which will mean that China’s superb 
natural resources and the 'enormous 
wealth and power of her cheap labor 
are factors to b© reckoned with in the 
future. 

“The after results of this war will 
be good for everybody, as far us one 
can see. Japan will readily forgive 
France, for she looks upon her as an 
honorable and chivalrous ally of Rus¬ 
sia. But the meddling of Germany, 
which among outside influences, is re¬ 
garded os second only to the Russo- 
Chinese Bunk In bringing the war 
about, she wlj never forgive. 

“I do not in the least believe In the 
yellow peril. If the earnest, simple 
life of the Oriental prove too much for 
the eelf-indulgence of the Occidental. I 
see no reason why the on© should be 
held back to increase the ease and lux¬ 
ury of th© other. In my opinion, th© 
future controlling combination of the 
world will b© England. France. Italy 
and Japan. As for the United States, 
w© shall have our hunds full looking 
after our socialists unless our republic 
rides safely through the domestic 
storm that Is now gathering.”

Over practically th© 
entire extent of North America, whoso 
available water pow'er Is the best of any 
continent, new industrial centers will c ' 11 - 
verge on the East between tho Artie Cir¬ 
cle afid tho Ohio, and westward through¬ 
out th© continental valley from tho Up- 
a per Mississippi and tho Ohio to the Mac¬ 
kenzie river. The Industrial configurallm 
Of Eusopo will change, Its great manufac¬ 
turing centers shifting to tho streams j 
radiating from the Alps, tho headwaters 
uf the Rhono, tho Po, and the Rhine, and 
to Sweden and Norway, whose rivers de¬ 
scend from great heights steadily and 
with sp**ed. By its tremendous possibili¬ 
ties of water power, second only to those 
of North America, tho exploitation of 
Africa may bo accomplished. Tho eastern 
length of tho Andes and the mountain 
watersheds of Eastern Brazil will develop 
South America commercially, and the 
southern and exislem versanta of th© 
Himalayas will pour down their turnouts 
of electrical power upon tho populations 
of China and India. 

The energy of Its rivers alone should 
supply the needs of all the hosts of earth 
which the soil may sustnlh. But thero is 
also the tidal movement of the oceans, 
once limited to tlde-rnlffs for grinding 
corn, whose possibilities for power knowl¬ 
edge of the uses of the storage battery 
has begun to fathom. The genius of the 
winds, for centuries with but a modicum 
of Its power at the service of the fleets 
that wing the deep, may now be turned 
and humessed to the compelling uses of 
electricity.

Peoria, III., May 11.—The report from 
New York that the war between the 
wiilsky trust and independents had 
ended brought out general denials from 
the independents In this city to-day. 
The real reason, they suy. is the in¬ 
crease in the price of corn, and that If 
the cereal continues to increase In price 
another raise in whisky will be quoted. 

’’With every advance of four cents in 
corn," suid W. S. Parry, secretary and 
treasurer of the* Clarke independent 
house, "whisky ought to go up one 
cent. But with the advances of corn 
of late whisky men have not kept pace. 
They have not raised the price, but. In¬ 
stead, have lowered it. With a basing 
price of $1.26 distillers will come out 
about even, but with conditions as they 
have existed for some time wiilsky Ills 
been selling far below the cost of man¬ 
ufacture." 

Sumner R. Clarke, head of the house, 
said that the raise in price would not 
necessarily mean the end of the whisky 
war. Other whisky men ore of the 
opinion that the new price Is only tem¬ 
porary and will be subject to fluctua¬ 
tions.

Gov. Beckham Refuses To 
Commute Warner’s' 
Sentence. 


C0NDEMNEDMAN HAS NO HOPE 


EXECUTION WILL TAKE PLACE 
IN OLD JAIL ON MAY 19. 


FINAL EFFORT TO SAVE HIM. 


Not visibly surprised that Gov. Beck¬ 
ham had refused to commute his sen¬ 
tence, George Warner, convicted of the 
murder of Pulaski Leeds, sinHed yes¬ 
terday afternoon when told of the fate¬ 
ful news and said it was as he had 
expected. In refusing to act upon the 
petition presented him asking for a 
commutation of Warner’s sentence. 
Gov. Beckham fixed the date of exe¬ 
cution for Friday, May 19. 

Although Wnmer says he is ready to 
die, his attorneys have not yet given 
up hope of saving him from the gal¬ 
lows and assisted by labor organiza¬ 
tions all over the State, they expect to 
make at least one more effort to save 
his life. Although the attorneys denied 
that there was any truth in the story, 
it was said about the Jail yesterday 
that Warner's wife was on her way 
from Logansport. Ind., to Frankfort 
to Interview Gov. Becham for her hus¬ 
band. Warner stated that he did not 
know of his wife's coming and would 
not permit her to visit Gov. Beckham. 
• • • 

Nerve Is Steady. 


Warner's nerve is as steady as when 
he was first placed in Jail. A number 
of members of labor unions have visit¬ 
ed him in his cell and expressed 
their sympathy, and these organi¬ 
zations have been subscribing lib¬ 
erally to the expenses of his trials, the 
petitions which have been prepared In 
his favor and other means taken by 
the attorneys to assist their client in 
being freed from the sentence of the 
first Jury that tried him. 

The exact means to be taken by War¬ 
ner's attorneys In their final effort to 
save his neck will not be dlscusesd by 
them. Jacob Sollnger, who has had 
charge of the preparation of the peti¬ 
tion sent to Gov. Beckham, refused to 
moke any statement. Col. Bennett II. 
Young, who was associated with Mr. 
Sollnger, is out of the city. 

Final arrangements for the execu¬ 
tion of Warner have not been made, 
but will be completed before the begin¬ 
ning of next week. It will not be neces¬ 
sary to erect a new’ scaffold, as a num¬ 
ber are stored away In the courthouse 
and the Jail and any of these may be 
used. It Is not likely that the hanging 
will take place In the new Jail, as its 
completion Is still as far away as it 
w «3 last November, when It was first 
announced that It would be ready for 
occupancy. The court-yard of the old 
Jail will undoubtedly be used and the 
scaffold will be placed in the same po¬ 
sition occupied by those used on for¬ 
mer occasions. The hanging will prob¬ 
ably take place near sunrise, accord¬ 
ing to the custom. 

• • • 

Warner Not Hopeful. 


Warner expresses no hope that he 
Will be saved from the scaffold and 
stated yesterday afternoon that he pre¬ 
ferred death to Imprisonment for life. 
Warner said that he was not sorry 
that he had klleld Pulaski Leeds, say¬ 
ing: 

"If I had the deed to do over again. 
I would not flinch from my puri»ose. 
Leeds had refused to return my let¬ 
ters of recommendation, which were 
the only poslhle means by which I could 
secure a new position after I had been 
discharged from the employ of the L. 
and N., and finding that I had no 
means of suporting my wife and fam¬ 
ily, life did not seem worth living to 
me." 

Warner willingly recounted all the in¬ 
cidents of the murder, saying that 
Leeds had deprived him of oil he had in 
life and he believed he was doing his 
duty to the workingman. 

• • • 

Warner’s Crime. 


Warner shot Pulaski Leeds, superin¬ 
tendent of machinery of the L. and N. 
railroad, while the latter was In his 
office at the station at Tenth street 
and Broadway. Warner attempted lo 
kill himself with the same revolver. 
Since his arrest Warner has tried to 
commit suicide, but the effort was In¬ 
effectual. 

At one time he opened the veins In 
his legs and wrists and attempted to 
bleed to death In a bath tub, but was 
found by a fellow-prisoner, and phy¬ 
sicians were called In time to save his 
life.

At the First Presbyterian church the 
Baptist Young People's Union, with 
over 400 In attendance, held forth.

This session was attended by 
a distinguished body of churchmen and 
educators, and the time was taken up 
almost entirely In listening to ad¬ 
dresses.

“Coeducation," by President Hender¬ 
son, of Virginia Institute. "Industrial 
Training." by M. D. Jeffries, president 
of Carson and Newman College; 'The 
Correlation of Baptist Schools In Each 
State." by H. W. Tribble, president of 
Rawlins Institute; by Rev. William E. 
Thatcher. D. D., of Richmond. Va., and 
by W. H. Kilpatrick, president of Mer¬ 
cer University. An address of especial 
Interest was delivered by Rev. T. T. 
Eaton. D. D.. of Louisville, Ky.. editor 
of the Western Recorder, who spoke on 
"Educational Methods." He said In 
part:

Dr. Eaton’s Speech. 


"Our educational methods are not 
adapted to modern conditions. In other 
lines there has been mare progress than 
in education. Too largely are our pres¬ 
ent educational processes the same as 
those of medieval times, und In some 
respects the changes that have been 
made are for the worst. For example, 
we cram tne students' memory more 
than we train his mind. We load him 
with knowledge rather than give him 
strength for his work. 

"Education Is not learning. Many 
learned men are not educated, and 
many educated men are not learned. 
Education Is training a man for his 
function; and It should vary with that 
function. The man who is to be an 
editor does not require the same educa¬ 
tion as the man who Is to be a farmer 
or u merchant. The student should 
know, himself and should know th* 
world In so far as the world Is likely 
to touch him. He should b* grounded 
In right principles first .of all. since 
character is the busts of usefulness. T h r * 
outrut of our educational methods 
should be ideal edlto. s, merchants, 
farmers, doctors, lawyers, preafhers. 
teacher*, etc. The methods should be 
adapted to yield there results."

Warner Is forty-three years of age 
and is a Pennsylvanian by birth. His 
mother, Mrs. Amanda Warner. Is still 
living in Pennsylvania, but on account 
of her age It is feared she will not be 
able to come to Louisville to see her son 
before his execution. Warners wife 
and family now live In Logansport. 
Ind., where they have been since War¬ 
ner was arrested. Warner has been an 
electrical engineer all his life and has 
worked over the greater part of the 
middle Northern States. When dis¬ 
charged from the L. and N. railroad 
employ he was In charge of a squad of 
men engaged in stretching telegraph 
wires along new lines.

WUI S. Hays was the only lucky one 
of the six negroes who were before 
Judge James P. Gregory yesterday 
charged with operating a game of 
craps, all the others being given work- 
house sentences. The negToes were bus¬ 
ily engaged In the game Just before the 
Derby was run, the total amount of 
money being enough to admit one of 
them to the track, but County Police¬ 
man L. H. Gilbert Interrupted the pro¬ 
ceedings, and none of them saw* the 
race. William Madison, Fred Ander¬ 
son. Warren Leave) I and Ed Marshall 
were fined >2rt each, and Louis Logan 
was fined >30. All were ordered sent 
to the workhouse until their fines have 
been paid. Hays was dismissed. Judge 
Gregory gave the negroes a severe talk¬ 
ing to. telling them that they would get 
a year each If they appeared before 
him again on a similar charge. 

Judgment Against City. 

Mrs. Bertha Schaefer was given a 
verdict of >2,500 yesterday afternoon In 
Judge Field's court, the Jury being out 
only a short time, and returning a 
unanimous decision. The suit was 
against the city of Louisville and was 
for >5,000. The case consume 1 the en¬ 
tire day, and was completed at 5 
o'clock. Norton L. Goldsmith repre¬ 
sented the plaintiff and Morton K. 
Tonis appeared for th« city. The cue 
was hard fought by both aider, and the* 
arguments consumed mm h of the t me 
The suit alleged that Mrs. Schaefer, 
who w*ji*» a dressmaker, was perma¬ 
nently Injured by falling Into a h>le In 
the sidewalk at Preston and College 
streets, and that her Injuries were of 
such a serious nature that she cannot 
now operate a sewing mo chine, and l? 
deprived of her means of living. The 
accident happened July 27, 1 r 04. 

This Is the second fall Mr*. Schaefer 
has hnd n.n u tesult of defects In the 
sidewalk. On March 24. 1902, she was 
Injured by a fall at Jackson street and 
Broadway. She did not fde rult. but 
compromised with the city for 140). 

Jury Impaneled In City’s Suit. 

A Jury was Imp nel d vest?rJay aft¬ 
ernoon In the 1 of C. F. A. Wclaser’s 
heirs against ihe city of Louisville, and 
the tr'al wi l b» taken up to-day. The 
suit is for >1.800 damages for the al¬ 
leged change In the grade on Haldo-r an 
avenue in front of the property owned 
by ;he plaintiffs. The city contends 
that Mr. Welsser. who recently died, 
agreed to waive all claims for damages 
to his property if the cut in front of 
his place was not made any deeper 
than fourteen feet, and the attorneys 
maintain that this depth was not ex¬ 
ceeded. The plaintiffs allege that the 
property was seriously damaged as a 
result of the cut. which was very deep 

Louisville Railway Company Wins. 

The Jury In the case of Clarence 
Adams against the Louisville Railway 
Company returned o verdict for the 
defendant In Judge Gordons court yes¬ 
terday, after having me case only a 
short time. Adams claimed he wiui In¬ 
jured In a collision between a wagon in 
which he was riding and a car of the 
defendant, the accident happening on 
Walnut street, between Brook and 
Flovd streets, on April 8 , 1904. Adams 
alleged that he was crossing the track 
when a car struck the wagon, the force 
of the collision throwing him against 
the side of the wagon and Injuring 
him severely. He asked >2.025 damages. 

Another Louisville and Eastern Suit. 

The case of Sam Robertson against 
the Louisville and Eastern Railway 
Company went to trial In Judge 
O'Doherty’s court yesterday and con¬ 
tinued all day. Robertson was thrown 
from a car on the company's line by 
the conductor, during a fight which the 
two had over a question of railroad 
tickets. Another suit against the com¬ 
pany will go to trial in the same court 
next week which was a result of this 
same fight. When Robertson was 
thrown from the car he fell on a wom¬ 
an, w’ho. becoinfhg frightened, had 
jumped through a window. She has 
asked damages also. 

Guilty of Assault and Battery. 

Frank Ewing wns found guilty of as¬ 
sault and battery’ by a Jury’ In the 
Criminal Court yesterday aftemooh 
and given a sentence of six months at 
hard labor. He was indicted for ma¬ 
licious striking and wounding Henry 
Cox. The plea was a general denial 
that he hit Cox, Ewing saying that he 
merely pushed the complaining witness.
